PHILADELPHIA, June 26 (AP)

LONDON, June 26 (AP) — The 
Manchester Guardian’s London 
diplomatic correspondent wrote to- 
day that reports from southeast- 
ern Europe “strongly suggest that 
a serious political crisis has arisen 
in Yugoslavia.” 
| “Marshall Tito’s relations with 
Moscow are believed to be 
strained, largely because of con- 
flicting views on relations wit 
the West,” the newspaper said.

It is believed that the Yugoslav

It is learned that the only 
newspaper to take notice of Tito’s 
birthday was one opposition paper, 
which, apparently, had not heard 
of the troubles in the neighboring 
country and published a short ar- 
ticle. 

“A telegram conveying good 
wishes from Hungary’s non-Com- 
munist Prime Minister was held 
up and withdrawn from the wire- 
less bulletins.

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Is Separation Necessary? 

Gov. Donnelly might have been busy, yet it is 

ard to believe that he could not have found a 
few minutes sometime in two days to receive 
the six students from the Missouri School of 
Mines at Rolla. These students represent not 
only themselves but 562 other students who have 
signed the petition protesting the transfer of 
five veteran faculty members from Rolla to the 
University of Missouri at Columbia, the parent 
administrative institution, 

The. least the Governor should do is give 
these students a chance to present their griev- 
ances. They are exercising the right of petition 
-an old and cherished American right. 

This is just another indication that the situa- 
tion at the School of Mines is ripe for investiga- 
tibn by the American Association of University 
Professors. This opinion is fully borne out wd 
the interviews which Selwyn Pepper of the Post 
Dispatch staff has had with several faculty mem- 
bers at the ‘Rolla school. The charge is made, 
not once, but repeatedly, that academic freedom 
has been taken from those who teach on the 
School of Mines staff. 

One of the worst ‘signs of what aanditions are 
like is the fact that one faculty member after 
another asked that his name not be used. They 
had no hesitation in speaking freely, as a means 
of informing the public, but they did not want to 
invite retaliation by ‘the administrative head, 
Dean Curtis L. Wilson. Dean Wilson is the rep- 
resentative of President Middlebush of the 
University of Missouri, the over-all parent in- 
stitution. : 

This caution is wholly understandable. After 
all, the curators have just ordered the transfer 
of five veteran members of the Rolla school’s 
faculty to Columbia. Those who talk for publi- 
cation now would invite the same summary 
transfer and perhaps the same demotions in 
academic standing. 

Sentiment for separation of the School of 
Mines from the State University is widespread 
among students, faculty members and Rolla 
townspeople. Whether separation is good or 
bad, the movement is bound to grow unless 
Rolla gets fairer treatment. Its interests must 


be considered on merit right along with those of 


the University of Missouri. In the end, separa- 
tion will be the only possible solution if the 
curators do not conduct the Rolla affairs so as 
to reassure those who are so strongly opposed. 
One of the problems is that very little of the 
work of the curators is done in the eyes of the 
public—indeed, that the public knows who few, 


if any, of the curators are. The gentlemen on 


whom responsibility falls are the following:

These officials should have worked out a solu- 
tion to the School of Mines complaints. Since 
they have not done so and since violation of 
tenure and academic freedom is charged, the 
A. A. U. P. should step in without further delay. 

If the Legislature finds it necessary to sep- 
arate the institutions to stop this long-drawn-out 
battle, the university curators and the university 
officials at Columbia will have themselves to 
blame in large part. 
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Public Duty or Private Gain 

Does a public official have the right to specu- 
late in commodities whose. price he is in posi- 
tion to influence? Senator Elmer Thomas of 
Oklahoma and a few others certainly have got- 
ten away with it, but a District of Columbia 
grand jury has launched prosecutions which may 
halt the practice in the future. 

Indictments have been returned against Tom 
Linder, Commissioner of Agriculture of Georgia, 
and James McDonald, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture of Texas. While acting ostensibly in. their 
official capacities, they were, it is charged, lob- 
bying for laws to increase commodity prices for 
their own personal gain. 

Since there is no law against speculating, they 
were indicted for failure to register as lobby- 
ists as the law requires. Had these officials 
done what they did with no ulterior personal 
motive, they would have been within the law. 
But since they placed themselves in position to 
profit personally from their lobbying, they were, 
in the grand jury’s view, obliged to register with 
other private lobbyists. 

Indicted with Linder and McDonald is Ralph 
W. Moore, a private speculator, lobbyist for agri- 
cultural interests, and an intimate friend of Sen- 
ator Thomas. He has denied receiving inside in- 
formation from Thomas, who was formerly chair- 
man of the Senate Agriculture Committee. 

A public official with a proper sense of re- 
sponsibility would bar himself from speculating 
in commodities whose price his official actions 
would influence. Since the necessary personal 
restraint is sometimes lacking, it is well that 
the prosecuting authorities are taking a hand. 
Such faithless manipulation against the public 
interest should feel the full weight of the law. 
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Forrest Smith’s Low Bid 

State Auditor Forrest Smith came to tawn to 
talk about his race for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor. Making full allowance for 
the fact that he spoke before Democratic ward 
organization workers, it is only fair to say he 
made a bid that will produce no cheers among 
independent voters. For the import of his 
message was: Nominate and elect me Governor 
and I will see that patronage’ is dispensed 
through ward and precinct leaders. 

This means that Mr. Smith offers himself 
primarily as a machine candidate for Governor. 
In effect he says that his administration in the 
Governor’s chair would be of the party ma- 
chine, by the party machine, for the party ma- 
chine. He is an “organization Democrat,” proud 
of it and asks for support on that basis. 

This is not quite all of Mr. Smith’s appeal to 
these St. Louis ward workers. He said that he 
favors higher old-age pensions, better roads for 
the farmer and additional sources of revenue 
for cities. All these sound good, but they are 
worth noticing only in terms of specific plans 
for each. His stand for “better roads of the 
farmer,” for example, will be good or bad de- 
pending on whether he wants to wreck state ad- 


ministration and throw highway construction 


into the hands of local rings. 

As for his support for an increase in pen- 
sions for the aged, no one will be surprised at 
that. It was Forrest Smith who made the salu- 


tation, “Dear Pensioner.” a political byword as 


a result of political solicitation of the old-age 

pension rolls. That this was a misuse of the 

Auditor's office is so obvious that Mr. Smith 

himself should have been the first to see it. 
Mr. Smith says that four terms in the office of 

Auditor should have qualified him for the gov- 

ernorship. This is a questionable assumption,

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The New Coal Contract 


It is good news that the coal miners and op- 
erators are able to agree on a new contract 
without an interruption of production. The new 
wage scale is in line with the increases granted 
in other industries. As for the pension royalties, 
there can be no objection to adequate retirement 
pay in an industry which makes as great physi- 
cal demands upon labor as coal mining does. 


‘The flaw in the new contract is that it will in- 


crease the price of coal at least 40 cents a ton 
and help keep the inflation spiral spinning. 

Under John Lewis’. leadership, the miners 
have increased their wage scale for several 
years now in succession. But the increase in 
real wages probably has been little more than 
Was necessary to keep an adequate supply of 
labor in the mines. As a result of these wage 


_ rises, the United States is free of the threat of 
a mine labor shortage such as has plagued 


Britain ever since the end of the war. 

Credit for the better situation in the United 
States goes in considerable measure to Mr. 
Lewis and the U.M.W.A. Until recently, the 
British miners fought the introduction of labor- 
saving machinery. They contended that addi- 
tional machinery increased the hazards of min- 


ing, which was probably untrue, and that it 


destroyed jobs and augmented unemployment, 
which in the long run certainly was untrue. By 


‘contrast, the U.M.W.A. has welcomed the in- 


troduction of new machinery in the United States. 

Consequently the coal companies have mechan- 
ized until production per miner in this country 
is five times as great as in Britain. Therefore, 
American mines can afford to pay wages high 
enough to attract adequate labor. 

There is a question of how high mine wages 
can be pushed -before the industry suffers from 
the inroads of other forms of energy than coal. 
In the past year for the first time, more than 50 
per cent of American heat and power came from 
oil, gas and hydro-electricity. 

If coal is to hold its own against competing 
forms of energy, there must be continuing tech- 
nical advances in the industry. Fortunately, both 
the miners and mine operators seem to be alive 
to this fact.

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Tennessee's Opportunity 

“He slugged them, he jugged them, he mugged 
them.” Thus 20 years ago a reporter on the 
Commercial Appeal described the methods of 
Boss Ed Crump in controlling elections in his 
unchallenged satrapy at Memphis. The reporter 
was referring to the mauling and manhandling 
of would-be anti-Crump voters, the jailing of 
extreme recalcitrants and the photographing of 
rebels for reference in future retaliation. Nine 
newspaper men were among those jailed on one 
election day. 

In the intervening years Crump has extended 
his rule to cover most of Tennessee. But re- 
cently there have been signs of restiveness and 
a desire of the outer provinces to throw off the 
yoke. Some of the Crump viceroys have rebelled 
outright and others seem ready to take up arms. 

The test will come in the state Democratic 
primary in August, which will in effect name the 
Governor and a United States Senator. Gordon 
Browning, a former Governor and a veteran of 
both World Wars, opposes the incumbent Gover- 
nor, Jim McCord. McCord has always kept him- 
self firmly knotted to the Crump apron strings, 
and has the boss’s support now as always. 

Senator Tom Stewart, running for re-election, 
is less lucky. He, too, has played close to Crump, 
but in this instance Crump has tired of his favo- 
rite, as an unlimited monarch is wont to do. The 
machine is backing an obscure East Tennessee 
judge, who is running like a selling plater. 

Stewart’s real competition is Representative 
Estes Kefauver of Chattanooga, who in 10 years’ 
service has become known as one of the ablest 
and most progressive legislators in Washington. 
If Tennessee elects Kefauver, it will give the 
South another Senator of the stature of Ala- 
bama’s Hill or Arkansas’ Fulbright. And at the 
same time it would smack down one of the most 
insolently tyrannical political machines remain- 
ing in the country. 
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Philadelphia is probably going Aaaah with 
an interim sigh of relief. And as Philadelphia 
goes, so goes the nation.

What’s Wrong With Pinball? 


The New York City Council has outlawed pin- 
ball machines. It did so after being told by 
the Mayor, the police commissioner, five district 
attorneys and the school board that these ma- 
chines “are a menace to the public health, 
morals, safety and general welfare. and en- 
courage and foster gambling, tend ta eause juve- 
nile delinquency and corrupt the morals of chil- 
dren and breed crime, rackets and gangsterism.” 

That is an indictment impressive enough to 
be directed against the one-armed bandits of the 
But it seems a 
bit hard on pinball which, after all, is an ancient 
and honored game. As the New York Times 
says, the Greeks played it with stones on a hill- 
side. When knighthood was in flower, it became 
a table game. It was played by Louis XIV as 
well as by Abraham Lincoln. And many a reader 
will recall finding the game under one of the 
Christmas trees of his youth. 

Then it came in the form of a shallow wooden 
bowl. In this were numbered depressions large 
enough to hold a marble. A sort of spiral tower 
completed the outfit. A marble was dropped 
into the top of this and allowed to roll out into 
the bowl—to stop eventually in one of the de- 
pressions, thus indicating the player’s score. The 
possibility for gambling was there, of course, 
but the game seemed innocence itself. 

Maybe mechanization changed all this. That 
came in 1930, and today’s pinball machines are 


even more elaborate than juke-boxes.. Now a 


metal ball is propelled against all manner of 
obstacles while bells ring and lights go on, and 
scores running into the thousands are mechani- 
cally calculated. 

No doubt, the livelier version presents a more 
seductive invitation to wagering. And perhaps 
there is always a gangster looking over a gam- 
bler’s shoulder. But surely the game can also 
be defended as.a simple device for passing the 
time of a traveling man condemned to an eve- 
ning in a hotel lobby. If necessary, we could 
name a few more obvious inducements to im- 
morality and crime against which no action has 
been taken by the New York City Council.

HELSINKI, Finland. 


The Finnish people are casting their 
votes on July 1. Officially, the American 
Government has disclaimed interest, since 
this little country can be of no possible use 
to us in either a hot or a cold war. Our 
military strategists have written off all 
countries like this, which are in the grip of 
the Red Army. Our financial agencies are 
reluctant to extend further credits, since 
Finnish war repara- 
tions are still being 
sent to Russia. 

Nevertheless, these 
elections stil] do con- 
cern Americans, be- 
cause they are being 
held so soon after 
the Finnish Govern- 
ment's new military 
alliance with Russia. 
Does this mean that 
Finland has become 
just another Russian 
puppet? I have flown

to tant question, und Joho E. Paasikivi 
I have found that the Finns are still full 
of fight. 

They no longer even think of fighting 
Russia again with bullets, but they have 
calmly prepared to carry on the battle 
against their own Communists with bottles. 
Since their military defeat in 1944, every 
move which Finnish leaders have made has 
been designed to preserve their free lec- 
toral system. 

A military alliance was first urged upon 
the Finns three years ago. This proposal 
was made to Field Marshal Carl Manner- 
heim, but the defeated commander prompt- 
ly -replied that the Finnish Government 
was in no position to. discuss bilateral agree- 
ments until the peace treaty had been con- 
cluded. The matter was dropped, and the 
Russians did not immediately revive it. 


Overtures from the Russians 


Instead, the Russians tried to make it 
appear that Finland was voluntarily seek- 
ing an alliance with the Soviet. Some 
tactful hints were tossed in the direction 
of President Paasikivi. This respected 
statesman has been a lifelong conservative, 
but in 1939 he had argued that Finland 
should make the best possible terms with 
Russia rather than undertake a hopeless 
military struggle. 

The President responded to informal 
overtures for an alliance in a letter to the 
Soviet-Finnish Friendship Society: “If 
anyone in the future tries to attack the 
Soviet Union through our territory, we 
must fight with the Soviet Union to the 
best of our ability and as long as we can.” 

Feeling in Finland was strongly against 
a military pact with the Soviet. The mod - 
erate Socialists, in particular, gained popu- 
larity by courageously emphasizing their 
traditional opposition to any military al- 
liances.

Molotov 
then suggested the more suave Czech- 
Soviet Treaty of 1943 as a possible basis. 
Again the Finnish delegates protested. They 
explained that the Finnish Government re- 
gards its own 140-year-old relationship with 
Russia as unique, and it therefore had pre- 


/pared its own draft for a treaty. 


Molotov, after brief study of the eight 
clauses of this document, reported that the 
Soviet Unlon would like to change the 
wording of Articles 1 and 2 

The Finnish draft read: “The parties 


shall negotiate hereafter regarding military 
action: that shall be undertaken for the

sion (from Germany or countries allied 


with Germany).“ The Soviet-amended ver- 
sion read: “The parties shall discuss with 
each other regarding action to be taken for 
the purpose of removing the threat of ag- 
gression.” 

The differences may seem slight, but 
Americans who have negotiated with Rus- 
sians have learned to their sorrow that 
vague wording of agreements, capable of 
more than one interpretation, can lead to 
disastrous results. The wary Finns were 
taking no such chances, It seemed to 
them that the Soviet amendment left the 
way open for Moscow.to make its own in- 
terpretation of a “threat of aggression.” 

Accordingly, two delegates were rushed 
back to Helsinki to discuss the question 
with the Finnish . cabinet, which voted 
Dis- 
cussions were resumed, and a E 
finally was worked out. 


But the non- Communist members of the 
Finnish Diet—150 out of 200 — refused to be 
stampeded. They debated for weeks 
whether or not there might be some loop- 
hole which could facilitate Russian support 
for Finnish Communists. Meanwhile, they 
utilized the time thus gained to strengthen 
measures which already had been taken 
to guard against the possibility of a 
“people’s uprising.” ' 


They Would Fight Again 


The Finns have fought so hard, and with 
such disastrous consequences, since 1939 
that they dread the thought of fightirg 
again. Nevertheless, they have made prepa- 
rations to fight once more, if necessary, to 
avoid the fate of neighboring Estonia. 


The Communists have not failed to make 
the familiar attempts to control the police, 
the trade unions, the army, the ¢ourts and 
the. co-operatives. Thea attempts have 
succeeded in every other country where the 
Russians have military control, but in 
Finland every one has been frustrated. 

Resistance to Communism has steadily 
hardened here, as other political parties 
have sunk their traditional differences in a 
common front. In local elections during 
1947, the Communist bloc lost about 20 per 
cent of -its 1945 strength. Predictions are 
unanimous that it will suffer an equivalent 
loss in the July national elections. 


So the Finnish people have ratified an 
alliance with Russia, while at the same 
time they have prepared to repudiate at 
the polls the Communist system which 
Russia supports. This has complicated 
their relations not only with Russia but 
also with the United States. 


What's Our Move Now? 


What is the United States to do now, 
after the Finns have formally accepted a 
military position behind the Iron Curtain, 
which already existed in fact? Does this 
mean that further supplies and credits 
should be cut off? That controversial 
question ig now being debated in Washing- 
ton. The outcome will show whether 
America’s policy is strictly military or 


“whether it is designed to support all 


peoples who are trying to resist Commu- 
nism. For American trade and credits are 
still essential to the Finns if they are to 
repay the remaining half of Russian repa- 
rations and also to maintain the modest 
standard of living which has kept up their 
people’s fighting spirit. The Finns have 
made remarkable progress since I was here 
last, two years ago, but this has been pos- 
sible only becausé of help they have re- 
ceived from the Weit. 

Up till now, certainly, the gallant Finns 
have not surrendered to Russia.

His passport explained that 
he could neither read nor write—nor talk. 
A Paris correspondent named O'Reilly, 
whose office was across the Rué de Berri 
from Ann’s and Pat’s hotel window, wrote 
stories about them that made their ar- 
rival in the U.S.A. about as private as the 
return of Gen. Eisenhower. Pat handled his 
press conferences with Gen. Ike’s aplomb. 
Even when rushed to a hospital for a 
hérnia operation, he never lost his grin. 
Apparently he still has hig grin. Ann 
smiles, too.

NEW LONDON, CONN., June 
26 (AP)—Harvard’s clean sweep 
of the Harvard-Yale regatta bol- 
stered its hopes of being Amer- 
ica’s Olympic representative, but 
the record time in which both 
crews rowed the varsity race left 
Yale a strong contender in the 
forthcoming try 

Cleanly beaten in the first two 
events yesterday, Yale pulled a 
strong oar to come within a third 
of a length of matching Harvard 
as both crews finished far under 
the previous best recorded time 
for the four-mile varsity on the 
Thames downstream course.

Mr. Dewey Gained Altitude Too Fest

PHILADELPHIA, June 26. 
| R. DEWEY is still taking a 
breather, I hope, from the 
hard work of recent months, 
in which he saw his carefully laid 
plans bring forth 
ripe fruit: the 
nomination. As 
you know, the 
climax of one 
phase of his race 
arrived when he 
made his care- 
fully prepared 
arrival on the 
convention plat- 
form, from which 
he delivered to 
the delegates a 
carefully re- 
hearsed speech 
ornamented with telegenic ges- 
tures. I feel in his speech he 
gained altitude too fast. 

The O. P. standard bearer 
should score an A with today’s 
public for devoting in that high 
sweet moment of personal triumph 
all his words to the desperate need 
of the modern world for spiritual 
unity. 

Nations within the world, parties 
within nations, groups within par- 
ties, have grown increasingly un- 
intelligible and therefore hostile 
to one another. Our times are 
marked by an — speciali- 
zation and a corrupting individual- 
ism which have so isolated men 
from their neighbors that even 
within groups men born of one 
heritage, sometimes of one family, 
live out their days in an uneasy, 
armed truce. 
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NOW A presidential nominee 
making his acceptance address is 
not expected to be a philosopher. 
So no one should re u Mr. 
Dewey for not discussing or even 
suggesting the means by which 
modern man can hope to reach 
that “good society” and “communi- 
ty of men of good will” he so 
properly points out is our goal. 

It is enough—indeed it is a great 
deal to his credit, that Mr. Dewey 
so fully recognizes the simple 
truth that if modern man does 
not soon find a modus vivendi 
based on sOMe commonly shared 
spiritual concept, he will obliter- 
ate himself. But the man who 
could present and implement that 
concept would have to be an evan- 
gelist—with the mind and heart 
of a St. Thomas Aquinas.

And that is not the busi- 
ness Tom is in, at the moment.

Fix It Yourself

our advice and started to in- 
sulate his attic so that he will be 
cooler this summer and warmer 
next winter. So far he hasn’t got 
very far because doubt has en- 
tered his head. He is undecided 
whether to insulate the attic floor 
or the attic roof. Now this ques- 
tion is ‘answered by asking what 
the attic is to be used for. If you 
have someone living up there or 
plan to have somebody and he, 
she or it is not sub-human, then 
he would appreciate it if you 
would insulate the attic roof so 
that the attic itself is comfortable 
in both winter and summer. 
the other hand, if the attic is not 
used for living quarters then you 
might just as well insulate the 
attic floor. If you do this, how- 
ever, you want to be absolutely 
sure that no heat can get into 
the attic through the attic door 
or other openings. By insulating 
the attic floor you eliminate the 
attic as space to be heated and 


On 


this makes things a lot easier for 
the heating equipment. 

By the way, remember that 
when you insulate the attic roof 
you don’t want to run the insu- 
lation right up to the roof peak. 
Run it across a few feet below 
the peak on collar beams and in- 
stall louvres at each end as near 
the peak of the roof as possible. 
By providing this dead air space 
between the insulation and the 
peak with ventilation provided by 
the louvres you'll reduce conden- 
sation around the roof and make 
the attic more comfortable.

If vast sums were 
made, they were spent on the 
business of the people of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Most of the time these things 
are ludicrous and we shrug our 
shoulders and this is the price 
we pay for priceless freedoms. 
But the freedoms are worth the 
license that some people take unto 
themselves. 
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THE ONLY THING that makes 
it even worth mentioning is the 
fact that in the international field 
it lays us open to aceusations by 
the very people to whom we 
would like to prove the value of 
our system as opposed to theirs, 
They live under a dictatorship, 
whereas we live under a free gov- 
government—for the st and by 
the people—and we want to prove 
our worthiness to govern our- 
selves. 

The people of the United States 
over the years have developed an 
unerring instinct about persons in 
public office, By and large, their 
judgment may go wrong for short 
periods of time, but in the end 
they are nearly always right. Our 
two-party system of government 
is good, because there is always 
criticism of the majority. That is 
healthy, and means that no one 
gets away with anything for long 
that the conscience of the people 
of our nation hag come to be- 
lieve is wrong. 

We can be led, but we must 
understand our leadership. We 
can refuse to follow when we be- 
come convinced that our leader- 
ship is wrong.

West opened the diamond king, 
but when East followed suit wit 
the deuce, West suspected that an- 
other diamond lead might estab- 


lish a trick for the declarer and 


therefore shifted to the jack of 
clubs. East put up the club ace 
and, without giving the matter 
any real thought, returned his 
top diamond. Declarer's queen 
forced the ace and established 
dummy’s jack as a perfectly good 
trick. 

This in itself was not enough 
to insure the contract, because 
South was still in danger of losing 
a heart trick, but that was soon 
settled. West exited with the 
club seven. South won, led a lw 
trump to the nine, ruffed a club 
with an honor, then cashed the 
trump ace and returned to dummy 
via a trump to the ten. Now one 
heart could be discarded on the 
jack of diamonds and another on 
the good nine of clubs. 

East was unimaginative when 
he led back the diamond 
winning with the club ace. The 
circumstances clearly called for a 
shift to hearts, and since it was 
obvious that Fast could lose 
nothing leading the heart jack 
through declarer, that automati- 
cally became the correct defense.
